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Text of Justice Cardozo’s Concurring Opinion 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 28—The 


following is the text of Justice 
Cardozo’s concurring opinion in the 
NRA decision: 

“The delegated power of legisla- 
tion which has found expression in 


this code is not canalized within 
banks that keep it from overflow- 
ing. It is unconfined and vagrant, 
if I may borrow my own words in 
an earlier opinion. Panama Refin- 
ing Co. v. Ryan, 293 U. S. 388, 440. 

“This Court has held that dele- 
gation may be unlawful though the 
act to be performed is definite and 
single, if the necessity, time and 
occasion of performance have been 
left in the end to the discretion of 
the delegate. Panama Refining Co. 
v. Ryan, supra. I thought that rul- 
ing went too far. I pointed out in 
an opinion that there had been ‘no 
grant to the executive of any rov- 
ing commission to inquire into 
evils and then, upon discovering 
them, do anything he pleases.’ 293 
U. S. at p. 435. Choice, though 
within limits, had been given him 
‘as to the occasion, but none what- 
ever as to the means.’ Here, in the 
case before us, is an attempted 
delegation not confined to any sin- 
gle act nor to any class or group 
of acts identified or described by 
reference to a standard. Here in 
effect is a roving commission to 
inquire into evils and upon discov- 
ery correct them. 

Power of Trade Board. 


“T have said that there is no}! 


standard, definite or even approxi- 
mate, to which legislation must 
conform. Let me make my mean- 
ing more precise. If codes of fair 
competition are codes eliminating 
‘unfair’ methods of competition 
ascertained upon inquiry to pre-

Another Conception of Codes.

By this other concep- 
tion a code is not to be restricted 
to the elimination of business prac- 
tices that would be characterized 
by general acceptation as oppres- 
sive or unfair. It is to include 
whatever ordinances may be desir- 
able or helpful for the well-being 
or prosperity of the industry af- 
fected. In that view, the function 
of its adoption is not merely nega- 
tive, but positive; the planning of 
improvements as well as the ex- 
tirpation of abuses. 

“What.is fair, as thus conceived, 
is not something to be contrasted 
with what is unfair or fraudulent 


'or tricky. The extensicn becomes 


as wide as the field of industrial 
regulation. If that conception shall 
prevail, anything that Congress 
may do within the limits of the 
commerce clause for the better- 
ment of business may be done py 
the President upon the _ recom- 
mendation of a trade association 
by calling it a code.

Matters of Degree. 


“The law is not indifferent to | 


considerations of degree. Activities 
local in their immediacy do not 
become interstate and national be- 
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cause of distant repercussigns, 
What is near and what is distant 
may at times be uncertain. Cf. 
Board of Trade v. Olsen 262 U. S. 1. 

“There is no penumbra of uncer- 
tainty obscuring judgment here. To 
find immediacy or directness here 
is to find it almost everywhere. If 
centripetal forces are to be isolated 
to the exclusion of the forces that 
oppose and counteract them, there 
will be an end to our Federal sys- 
tem. 

“To take from this code the pro- 
visions as to wages and hours of 
labor is to destroy it altogether. If 
a trade or an industry is so pre- 
dominantly local as to be exempt 
from regulation by the Congress in 
respect of matters such as these, 
there can be no ‘code’ for it at all. 
This is clear from the provisions of 
TA of the act with its explicit dis- 
closure of the statutory scheme. 
Wages and the hours of labor are 
essential features of the plan, its 
very bone and sinew. There is no 
opportunity in such circumstances 
for the severance of the infected 
parts in the hope of saving the re- 
mainder... A code collapses utterly 
with bone and sinew gone. 

“I am authorized to state that 
Mr. Justice Stone joins in this 
opinion.”

WASHINGTON, May 28.—The n- 
terstate Commerce Commission, 
ruled today that the railways must 
make proper charges for terminal 
services at industrial plants. in 
cases where an uninterested _ serv- 
ice cannot be performed in making 
deliveries.

Truman Nave, 25 years old, a 
carpenter’s helper of Alton, died at 
St. Joseph’s Hospital last night of 
bullet wounds suffered Sunday, 


when he was shot after he _ at- 
tempted to settle a family quarrel 
between a man and his wife whom 
he was visiting. Herschel Barger, 
27, a laborer, said by the police to 
have admitted the shooting, is be- 
ing held in jail at Edwardsville. 
The only account of the shoot- 
ing is that given Alton police by 
Mrs. Nave, who said that she, her 
husband, Barger and his wife had 
spent the day driving, stopping oc- 
casionally for target practice with 
a small rifle Nave had. After they 
returned to the Nave home, near 
Wood. River, in the evening, she 
said, Barger and his wife engaged 
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in a quarrel. Her husband appar- 
ently was successful in settling it, 
she said, and they started to leave, 
but returned when Nave discovered 
he had forgot his rifle. 

She said when her husband picked 


up the rifle in the living room, 
Barger ran to bedroom, return- 
ing with a revolver, which he 


fired at Nave, bullets hitting him 
twice in the head and once in side. 
Barger then drove the wounded 
man to the Alton hospital and re- 
turned to Wood River, where he re- 
ported shooting Nave, but would 
give no details.

WASHINGTON, May 28. — A bill 
to register and regulate Washington 
lobbyists was passed by the Sen- 
ate today without opposition and 
almost without debate. It was al- 
lowed to come before the Senate 
for action by unanimous consent. A 
single objection would have blocked 
its consideration today. 

The measure, sponsored by Sen- 
atcr Hugo Black (Dem.), Alabama, 
defines a lobbyist as “any person 
who shall engage himself for pav, 
or for any consideration, to attempt 
to influence legislation, or to pre- 
vent legislation, by Congress, or to 
influence any Federal Bureau, 
Agency, or Government official, or 
Government employe, to make, 
modify, alter, or cancel any con- 
tract with the United States Gov- 
ernment, or any United States Bu- 
reau, agency, or official, as such 
official, or to influence any such 
bureau, agency, or official in the 
administration of any government 
duty, so as to give any benefit or 
advantage to any private corpora- 
tion or individual.” 

These activities, it should be un- 
derstood, are not prohibited by the 
bill; but persons engaging in them 
are required to register their names 
and the names of their employers 
‘with the clerk of the House and the 
Secretary of the Senate, and to state 
|how much they are paid, what they

‘BALDWIN URGES ENGLAND 


AND U, S. TO WORK FOR PEACE 


Sanction No Power on Earth 
Could Face. 
LONDON, May 28.—Anglo-Amer- 
ican co-operation in maintenance of 
world peace was urged last night 


‘by Stanley Baldwin, Lord President 


of the Council. 

“Our combined powers of the na- 
vies, the potential man power and 
the immediate economic power of 
refusal to trade or lend money 
would be a sanction no power on 
earth, however strong, could face,” 
he said. 


Baldwin, who is expected soon to 
replace Prime Minister MacDonald 
as head of the Government, made 
his plea in an address at a meeting 
of Conservative women. 

“I have always believed the great- 
est security against war in any part 
of the world whatever, in Europe, 
in the East, anywhere, would be 
the close collaboration of the Brit- 
ie Empire with the United States,” 
Baldwin said. 

He criticised Reichsfuehrer Hit- 
ler for actions disturbing to the 
peace of Europe. 

“Comparatively recently,” he said, 
“it looked as if we were getting to 
a basis of agreement-which might 
have led somewhere, but at that 
moment the Germans’ withdrew 
from the League and the whole sit- 
uation was altered by the advent of 
Herr Hitler to power.”

FMERGENCY FUND. 
IN MISSOURI PUT 
AT $12.122,000 


Senate Approves Commit- 
tee’s Allotments Reduc- 
ing Relief $1,000,000 


From Previous Total.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 28.— 
The Senate today approved recom- 
mendations of its Appropriations 
Committee for the allotment of $12,- 
122,000 for unemployment relief, old 
age pensions and other emergency 
expenditures for 1935 and 1936. 
The recommendations were about 


the same as those included in a 
resolution which received Senate 
approval two weeks ago, although 
the unemployment relief allotment 
was reduced $1,000,000 from the 
amount fixed in the resolution. 


The recommendations were incor- 
porated as amendments to the om- 
nibus appropriations bill pending 
before the Senate. They specify $6,- 
000,000 for relief, including $1,000,- 
000 which the State is behind in its 
payments for April and May; $2,- 
500,000 for old age pensions; $3,000,- 
000 for relief of counties in the sup- 
port of indigent insane patients in 
State hospitals, and $622,000 for in- 
terest on the $10,000,000 eleemosy- 
nary and penal bond issue. 


Administration Expense. 


Provision also was made for 
$337,000 for the State eleemosynary 
board for the expense of admin- 
istration in making up the pension 
rolls and paying the pensions, $30,- 
000 for the State Auditor for extra 
expense on account of pensions, and 
$30,000 for the State Treasurer for 
the same purpose, making a total 
of $397,000 for pension administra- 
tion purposes. 

It is estimated that about 14,000 
persons are eligible for pensions 
and under the appropriations rec- 
ommended it will cost $28 per pen- 
sioner to distribute the pension 
funds. 

The State Auditor was allotted 
$600,000 for the expense incident to 
the collection of the 1 per cent 
sales tax. On estimated collections

Expressed or implied in that theory has been the 
thought that the existence of emergency creates pow- 
ers not sanctioned by the Constitution in normal 
times. That this was wishful thinking should have 
been plain from a reading of the Minnesota mora- 
torium decision, in which the court, though uphold- 
ing the State law in question, took pains to lay down 
the contrary doctrine. Nevertheless, the hope per- 
sisted, on the part of the administration, that when 
the court came to deal with national legislation it 
would find a way to give controlling weight to the 
theory of emergency power. The personnel of the 
court, it was argued, had changed markedly since 
the days of the 6-to-4 decision in the child labor 
case (1918), and the more “liberal” court of today 
would place a “liberal” construction upon the Con- 


lawyers in arguing the NRA test case that (to use 
the paraphrase of Chief Justice Hughes) “the pro- 
vision of the statute authorizing the adoption of 
codes must be viewed in the light of the grave na- 
tional crisis with which Congress was confronted.”

John T. Barker 
of Kansas City, of counsel for the 
department, has stated the State’s 
lawyers were to receive $500,000 and 
that fees of the company’s lawyers 
were estimated at $1,000,000. 

Barker said he could not give the 
division among the lawyers of the 
900,000.

It is understood the $500,000 is to 
be paid over to Barker, from the 
80 per cent the policyholders do 
not get back, and the fees will be 
distributed among the State’s coun- 
sel.

It appears the complete distribu- 
tion of the $11,000,000 of policy- 
holders’ money would not be under 
the direct supervision of the courts. 
Under the compromise plan, it is 
understood, the present custodians 
would turn over 20 per cent to the 
Superintendent of Insurance to be 
returned to the policyholders. Fifty 
per cent would be turned over to 
the companies from which they 
would pay their agents’ commis- 
sions, estimated at 22 to 25 per cent 
of the total. The remaining 30 per 
cent of the impounded premiums 
would be delivered to Folonie and 
Charles R. Street of Chicago, also 
representing the companies as trus- 
tees. Folonie and Street would su- 
pervise the payment of the fees, 
court costs, the $200,000 to the State 
and other expense items from this 
30 per cent. Attorneys of record 
for the companies in the insurance 
suits are Folonie, the firm of Igoe, 
Carroll, O’Keefe & Higgs of St. 
Louis; E, R. Morrison of Kansas 
City, Homer H. Berger of Kansas 
City, the firm of Ragland, Otto &
